lar veto referred to was of an appro-1 
priation for a charitable institution 
known as the Westchester Uatholic 
Protectory. The governor struck it 
out on the ground that it was appro- 
priating public money for a private 
and sectarian institution. His reas- 
oning would apply with equal force 
to a Presbyterian, a Methodist or a 
Baptist institution. H. L. Hognet, 
president of the Protectory says on 
this question: "We never doubted 
the sincerity of the motive which in- 
duced Gov. Cleveland to withhold his 
signature to the appropriation to tho 
Protectory. We thought then and 
we think now that he was not actuat- 
ed by any feeling of bigotry or of 
hostility to Catholics or the Catholic 
institutions. On the contrary Gov. 
Cleveland is liberal in the extreme, 
and we are of the firm belief that he 
waa led to withholding his approval 
of the appropriation solely by a sense 
of public duty a's he'viewed it. 


The St. Louis Western Watchman,

Goy. Cleveland had a very good rea 
sou for vetoing the bill. To have 
signed it would have been to violate 
his official oath. That other govern- 
ors had signed former appropriations 
to the protectory would be an argu- 
ment, if the maxim that "all do it" 
were given in a place in the Christian 
code of morality. We have a very 
clear and satisfactory answer to this 
charge. The law on the subject of 
appropriations is the same in Mis- 
souri and New York, our law being 
borrowed from the one in the Empirti 
state. We all know that our insane 
sayluai is sot a seciturian institution, 
being supported out of the revenues 
of the city. We al! are acquainted 
with Gov. Phelps. He is no bigot.
